The teachings from the prior art indicate the usage of individual components mentioned 
in the invention in parts/or combination but do not employ them as a whole. 

The prior ait of record neither disclose nor makes obvious to have the structural and 
functional relationship as recited in claims 23, 26 and 35 such that an air compressor unit 
comprises multiple compartments wherein an air compressor being disposed in the first 
compartment and its motor being disposed in the second compartment; a rotary blower; and a

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single inlet flow to the unit, which is divided into two flows into the first and the second 
compartment and recombined into a single final outlet flow. 

The novelty of the invention is the structural arrangement of the airflow passages for an 
air compressor and its driving motor. The compressor and motor are disposed in two separate 
compartments having respective inflow air passages from a single inlet and being combined into 
a single outlet for discharge. 

The prior art of record neither disclose nor makes obvious to have the structural and 
functional relationship as recited in claim 30 - 32 such that, in addition to what is claimed in 
base claim 23, additional limitations are claimed for including an after cooler being disposed 
between the first compartment and the discharge compartment; blower being disposed in the 
intake compartment; and a partition being disposed partially separating the first compartment 
from the second compartment and a partition being disposed partially separating the second 
compartment and the discharge compartment.

10-11, filed on 4/14/2004, with respect to claims 23 - 25 and 27-41 have been folly 
considered and are persuasive.
